TO THE TOWN SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Gentlemen :— 
I have the honor to submit to you the Fifth Annual Report of 


'the Superintendent of Schools. 


In reviewing the work of the past year in the public schools 
of the Yown of Plainfield, the things that stand out most cleur- 
ly in the mind of the Superintendent are the problems that have 
confronted us for the last five years, the same problems that are 
confronting hundreds of communities throughout the country. 
Briefly stated, these are a complex and growing population un- 
familiar with the standards and ideals of American citizenship, 
the changing conditions and ever increasing complexity of our 


industrial life, the increased cost of living for everyone, and 


the necessity for adjusting our educational system to meet 
the social, economic and industrial conditions in this country 
as they exist to-day. 

That the need for changes in our educational system is a real 
one is evidenced by the hundreds of commercial and correspond- 
ence schools that have sprung up all over the country in the 
past ten years. That those most closely associated with public 
school work recognize this need and are making efforts to meet 
it is shown by the growth of the idea of industrial education 
throughout the country, the establishment of trade schools and 
the introduction into the public schools of those Subjects which 
look to the preparation of pupils for some particular trade which 
they can enter as soon as their grammar school, or at latest as 
soon as their high school course is completed. Mechanical Draw- 
ing, Stenography, Typewriting and Book-keeping have long since 
been considered legitimate subjects of a high school curriculum. 
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Today wood-working, iron-working, machine fitting, engineering, 
sewing, cooking, basketry, and even hospital training are found 
in secondary schools, and the simpler of these subjecis have 
made their way into the grades in many parts of the country. ~ 

In some sections where conditions are such that pupils must 
have acquired a practical knowledge of some trade by the time 
they are sixteen or eighteen years of age these subjects taught 


from their practical side by actual practice in the shop with very - 


little theoretical training, have proved of great value, but it is 
an open question as to whether this sort of training is a satis- 
factory solution of industrial problems thoughout the country. 
The boy or girl who has not only the practical knowledge neces- 
sary to enter some trade, but who has a good foundation of 
theory upon which to rest this practical knowledge is surely the 
one who is most efficient. No business man is willing to trust the 
correspondence of his office to the boy or girl who cannot spell 
weil or who cannot write clear and concise English. No man 
wishes to employ in his shop and make responsible a man who 
does not know the reasons for doing the work at which he is 
employed in the way it is done. The knowing WHY as well as 
the knowing HOW is the slogan of every correspondence school 
in the country, and the tremendous growth of these schools in 
the last few years proves conclusively that the idea is one which 
appeals to master and man alike. 

What, then, is the relation of the public school to these prob- 
lems? Shall we turn our schools into workshops, into business 
colleges, into cooking schools, into training schools for nurses? I 
do not believe this is the idea of educators anywhere. Rather 
we must make the training in our public schools efficient in the 
fundamentals, with the addition of such portions of practical sub-. 
jects as are within the grasp of the pupils and as may well be 
contained within the limits of a public school curriculum. The 
old subjects, the subjects which always have been and always will 
be fundamentals, reading, writing spelling, arithmetic, geog- 
raphy and history must still be taught and they must be taught 
weil. We must analyze them carefully teaching what is really 
essential and discarding the non-essentials. We must teach them 
at the proper age and in proper proportion. We must teach 
them efficiently and once for all, when we make the attempt, 
conserving the time of the pupils so that they may be ready for 
the study of those subjects which are directly’ and closely re- 
lated to their economic life. 


Teachers. 


Now, if we are to teach efficiently we must have efficient 
teachers. In every grade and in every school there must be 
teachers of unquestioned ability, who have the WILL to do thor- 
ough work in every subject they teach. We must have teach- 
ers who can and will make a study of their pupils, who can 
analyze the reasons for the backwardness of some, and who 
know how to arouse interest and help the dull, plodding pupil, 
the pupil of mediocre ability who is always found in that dull C 
class. We must have teachers who are strong of nerve and

physique, possessed of a keen human Sympathy for the weak, 
nervous or erring boy or girl, teachers whose outlook upon life 
is not narrow and stilted, but broad and tolerant; teachers who 
know the HOW and the WHY of education in its widest sense. 


In its report on educational matters to the Connecticut Legis- 
lature in February of last year the Special Commission said, 
“We find that a considerable proportion of the teachers in the 
Connecticut schools are thoroughly unfit for their positions, that 
these teachers are uneducated, without experience or knowledge 
of the teaching profession, without ambition or ability to im- 
POMC LOM a classes “We find that the wages paid a large propor- 
tion of our teachers are distressingly small, so ridiculous, when 
thought of in connection with the tremendous responsibilities 
devolving upon a teacher of a school, as to be a separate and 
distinct occasion for shame. Naturally we find also that in very 
many schools the children are learning very little. And all this 
unfortunate situation exists at a time when, because of the in- 
flux into our rural districts of immigrant children hardly able to 
Speck our lansuage, born of parents entirely unacquainted with 
our national character and uninfluenced by national tradition, 
the need for careful training is most pressing.” 

In his report of last year the Superintendent said, “Never be- 
fore has it been so difficult to fill vacancies. Teachers there are 
in plenty, but teachers who can maintain a fair standard in the 
work are difficult to secure.” The situation is far worse at the 
present time. This year it has been impossible to secure teach- 
ers of experience at the salaries we now pay. We have been very 
‘fortunate in past years in keeping excellent teachers in some of 
our schools, but every year witnesses far too many changes in 
our teaching force. In the past five years forty-nine teachers 
have gone from this town to other fields. Of this number more 
that half have left because they were able to command higher 
salaries elsewhere, and these were the very teachers we could 
least afford to lose. 

Hivery time an experienced teacher is replaced by one with- 
out experience the pupils of the school suffer an irreparable loss. 
Frequent changes even when good teachers are secured are un- 
desirable, and a high standard of work cannot be maintained 
with a constantly changing personnel among the instructors. 

The Superintendent does not wish to be understood as offer- 
ing any criticisms upon those who have had charge of our schools - 
in the past year. They have been faithful, conscientious and 
painstaking in their work. They have, as a whole, been loyal 
to their schools and tto the town, but many are young in the 
profession and new to the schools. For these time is necessary 
to bring them to a high standard of efficiency. Many of those 
who have been longer in their positions are hampered by the 
lack of proper preparation of the pupils who have come to them 
from other teachers whose work was not of the high quality 
necessary to success. 

Another serious drawback to the school work of the town is 
the lack of male teachers. Our principals have been faithful 
and efficient, and for them I have only words of praise, but I 
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believe that the mixed school should have a male head. The 
boys of the upper grades are strong, healthy and growing, filled 
with animal life and spirits, needing a firm hand and a strong 
personality to guide and inspire them to right ways of living and 
thinking. As no man may thoroughly understand and appreciate 
the feminine character so it is not given to woman to be success- 
fully, the sole and only guide to the young boy just budding into 


manhood. I believe that no greater benefit could be given our 


schools than the employing of strong, efficient men as princi- 
pais, and the employing of at least one man as a teacher in the 
high school 


High School. 


The addition last year of another teacher to our high school 
force has enabled us to do far more efficient work in the school 
than ever before. The attendance has been better, the spirit in 
the school has been of the best, the standard of work has been 
much higher. Last year there were twenty-seven pupils who 
entered in the Freshman class, and as a class they have made a 
record that is noteworthy. Thirteen pupils from other towns 
were enrolled in the school during the year, two from Volun- 
town, five from Canterbury and six from Sterling. Ten pupils 
eraduated in June. 

The entering class in September of this year will be small, 
owing to the large percentage of failures in the grammar schools. 
Nine pupils from out of town took entrance examinations in 
June, but only one succeeded in passing in all subjects. Several 
others failed in only one or two subjects and may be able to pass 
off their failures at the fall examinations. 

With the addition of nearly two hundred dollars worth of 
books to the liigh School Library, the addition of further equip- 
“ment to our science department, the introduction of a course in 
biology, and the adjustment of other courses so that more time 
may be devoted to each subject, the work of the High School 
during the coming year should be very satisfactory. 

Only one change in the teaching force has been made this 
year. Miss Nellie Wailer felt obliged to leave at the close of 
the year because of ill-health. As teacher of English for the 
coming year, the Committee have secured Miss Jessie A. John- 
son, who has held a similar position in Watertown, Conn. this 
year and who comes to us with a record of highest success in 
her department. 


Attendance. 


There were registered in all the schools’ of the town during 
the past year 1149 pupils; of these 61 were registered in more 
than one school, making a total of 1088 different names on the 
school registers. In other than public schools there were reg- 
istered 277 pupils. There were 31 pupils in the high school over 
16 years of age. Our enumeration was 1552, hence there were 
218 children between the ages of four and sixteen who were reg- 
istered in no school at all. In nearly all instances, however, 
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these children (were either under seven and had not yet entered 
school or were over fourteen and having passed the requisite 
grade were working under certificates to labor. 


There has been less truancy and illegal non-attendance this 
year than in the past, but the number of half days absence has 
risen from 18,347 last year to 23,412 this year. It has been a year 
of epidemic diseases among children, and the great amount of 
absence has necessarily made for poorer work in the schools. 
On the other hand the number of cases of tardiness have fallen 
from 1432 last year to 1080 this year, a decided drop from three 
years ago when there were over 2700 cases of lateness. 

Our total enrollment this year was 55 greater than last year; 
average membership was 21 greater; average attendance only 
7 greater. and percentage of attendance was 2 less. 


It is interesting as illustrating the growth of the schools to 
note that six years ago the average attendance was only 675, 
while this year it was 805, a gain of 130 while in the same time 
the number of children in other than public schools has in- 
creased from 90 to 277 or a total increase in attendance of over 
300 in six years. 

In the general statistical table accompanying this report will 
be found a complete summary of the attendance for the year, 
including a tabulated calculation of the cost per scholar based 
upon enumeration, registration, average attendance and average 
membership. The cost per scholar. based upon average atten- 
dance was $23.81 or an average of 13 cents per day for the 182 
days the schools were in session. This includes not only the 
cost of maintenance of schools which comprises teahers’ wages,, 
fuel and incidentals, but all other expenses as well which are 
those properly included under administration. The cost per 
pupil including only expenses of maintenance is about eleven 
cents per day, which is the same as the average for the State 
as given in 1908, the last report available. 


Recommendations: 


The Superintendent would recommend for the betterment of 
school work that some change be made in the system of writ- 
ing. Although we have put more than the usual time and 
thought upon the subject of writing during the past year the 
results have not been what we should obtain. I believe the 
copy book method is not the method that will produce the best 
results, and if we are to improve the writing in our schools we 
must secure some method that will produce greater results. A 
supervisor of penmanship would be an advantage, providing we 
could secure one who was well qualified for the work. But 
whether we have a supervisor or not I would recommend the 
adoption of some system which can be carried out by the teach- 
ers and learned by the pupils with facility and success. From 
an investigation of the subject of penmanship, extending over 
Several years, I am convinced that some form of a slip system 
of copy is to be preferred to the copy book. There are several 
such systems in use at’ the present time and in many places 
. they have produced excellent results. T would not advise the 
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adoption of any system that would change the slant and gen- 
eral form of the letters from that now in use, but I would recom- 
mend the adoption of some system that has been carefully 
worked out, and has been in successful use in other places; a 
system that contains simple, clear and comprehensive instruc- 
tions to teachers, that is based upon well-known pedagogical 


and psychological principles, and that has for its base a suffi- 


cient amount of movement exercises to develop a free and easy 
writing. 

Tor the work in the study of the Constitution of the United 
States some text book is necessary. The work in this subject 
has not been satisfactory during the past two years and some 
of the failure is due to the lack of a suitable textbook in the 
subject. I would suggest that the matter be left in the hands 
of the textbook committee and that they be authorized to select 
such a book for use in the schools as seems best suited to our 
needs. ; 

The work in geography needs adjustment, and a new geogra- 
phy, up-to-date, and based upon correct pedagogical principles 
is needed. The Superintendent has been studying into the sub- 
ject as taught in other places in New Engtand and New York, 
and as soon as possible he intends to submit a course of study 
in this subject. I would recommend that the matter of looking 
up a suitable book to replace the one now in use be left with 
the text-book committee, the committee to report their recom- 
mendations to the whole Committee at another meeting. 


Aside from these changes in textbooks our books are fairly 


satisfactory. As soon as our next library money is available we 
should use some of it, at least, to procure books of reference 
for our grammar schools. Books on history, geography and lit- 
_ erature are lacking in all of our grammar schools. There should 
be, also. a good set of encyclopedia in both Moosup and Plain- 
field buildings. Such hooks as these are essential to complete the 
sometimes measre information conveyed in the textbooks. 


Again I would. recommend to the committee that some action 
should be taken to improve the sanitary arrangements in Moosup 
schools. In a school that has five hundred scholars the lack 
of running water, wash bowls and modern closets is one that 
is keenly felt. ‘The time is past when such a school should pe 
without some of the modern conveniences found in school build- 
ings in large communities. It is a matter which I earnestly 
hope the Committee will consider before another year. 

In closing this report the Superintendent makes a special plea 
for the careful consideration of the recommendations herein con- 
tained, that we may all work together for fhe upbuilding of our 
school system, for a higher standard of work and for the best 
interests of the boys and girls of our community, upon whom 
will devolve at no distant date, the social, industrial and moral 
wefare of our town.

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GENERAL STATISTICAL TABLE.
